The inquiry into the Causes of the 
Horrible Explosion at Baltimore—The 


Biame.

BALTIMORE, April 18.—The inquest into the 
causes of the terrible boiler explosion in this 
city on Thursday last, by which several persons 
were huriedinto eternity, was begun yesterday 
and terminated today. Twenty-six witnesses 
were examined who were either personally fa- 
mitiar wita the characthber of the boiler or gave 
their testimony as experts. The tenor of the 
expert testimony was mostly that the boiler was 
overtaxed, that the pressure which was constant- 
ly upon it weakened it, and made an explosion 
sooner or later inevitable. Some of the parties 
immediately intefestea in 28 the 
workmanship of e boiler, 
tried, in a shambimg way, to throw the blame 
for the disaster on the dead engineer, by attrib- 
uting the explosion to low waterin the boiler, 
but their testimony was overwheimingiy re- 
futed by eye-witnesses to the fact that the boil- 
er, immediately before the explosion, bad a 
sufficiency of water, as weil as by the experts, 
h most positively that an examina- 
tion of the fragments of boiler revealed 
nothing of kind. Oa the other nand, there 
abundant testimony to show that 
the engineer was afraid of the 
boiler that he anticipated disaster from 
its weakness; that be frequently so expressed 
himself to others; and that the people whose 
workshops were supplied with steam power from 
the boiler by its owner sbared these fears. it 
was even stated by one witness that he warned 
the owner that the boiler might biow up, 
and received the beartiess repiy: “Let it 
blow up! 1 am insured. The verdict, as ren-

The storm lasted less than 
two minutes, but during that short space of time 
about twenty business houses and dwellings 
were leveled to the ground. The storm came 


up 60 suddenly that the people had 
NO TIME FOR PREPARATION, 
and in fact scarcely any One knew what was 


coming uutil the storm was upon them. The 


people in the streets were picked np and carried 
various distances and huried to ground dead 
or, bruised almost beyond recognition, while 


those in the buildings were buried by the falling 


walls and dépris.

THE CREW

THE ARCTIC STRAMSHIP RODGERS, 
before her purchase by the Government, was 
used as a whaler under the name of the Mary 
and Helen, and was already well 
known among nautical men along the 
Pacific coast for the stanchness and prowess 
which she bad often displayed in the Northern 
ice-seag. She was built in 1879 at Bath, Me., and 
cost $65,000. She is said to have 

RESEMBLED so MUCH THE VEGA, 
Nordenskjold’s gallant ship, that she migbt be 
caliéd her twin sister. Her dimensions, how- 
ever, were somewbat larger. They were as fol- 
low: Length, 155 feet; breadth of beam, 30 feet; 
depth. 16% feet. Her registered tonnage was 420. 
Her frame was very strongly built of white oak 
and hack matack. Aithough a steamer, she re- 
lied mainly on her sails for locomotion. She 
was bark-rigged, and carried a great spread of 
canvas. Her engines were of about 150 horse- 
power. 

' WHEN FEARS BEGAN TO BE FELT 
for the safety of the Jeannette, Congress was 
asked to make an appropriation and fit out an 
expedition to go in search of the ship and party 
commanded by Lieut. De Long. After some delay, 
an appropriation was made, and, last winter, the 
Mary and Helen was purchased, and, after being 
refitted under the direction of @ board of of- 
ficers, she was christened the Rodgers out of com- 
pliment to Rear- Admiral John Rodgers, who bad 
presided over the deliberations of the board 
having everything preliminary to the ship's sail- 
ing in charge. The Rodgers was to have sailed 
from San Francisco early in the spring of last 
year, but owing to delay in repairing her, 
and to accidents to the ship's supplies, 
which were bought in this city, ber sailing was 
delayed so long that, bad her mission been one 
of exploration instead of succor, the expedition 
would certainly have been delayed for another 
year. As it was, however, she 
STEAMED OUT OF THE GOLDEN GATE 

on June 16, 1881, and, according to the accounts 
then published, she did it so slowly and clumsily 
that those who were familiar with the dangers 
of the Arctic seas thought that the Rodgers was 
very likely to be run down almost any day by an 
ordinary iceberg. 

THE BODGERS WAS FIRST HEARD FROM 
last November, when Lieut. Berry, under date 
of Sept. N, reported her arrival at Wrangel 
Island. He described that island more 
fully than it had been previousiy de-

the presence of any human being except a 
record left by the Corwin on the 12th of August 
were found. The Rodgers remained at anchor 
in a harbor on the coast of Wrangel Land for 
nineteen days.

a email island twenty miles to the west- 
ward of Cape Serdze a party in 
charge of Master C. F. Putnam, who 
were to remain there during the winter and 
search with dogs and sieds for traces of the 
Jeannette. The Rodgers then went into winter 
quarters, where sbe has rewained ever since. 
THE ALDAN RIVER, 
where the dispatch is dated, is a branch of the 
Lena River, into which it Hows from the south- 
east about eighty miles below lakoutsk. 
The Kalyma River is a comparatively 
smali stream in Eastern Siberia flowing north 
from the Stanovoi Mountaios and uniting with 
other streams. It flows into the Arctic Ocean 
about 300 miles southwest of Wrangei Land. 
VERKBOYANSK 
is about 500 miles west of the Kolyma River, 
and is about midway between the point where 
the Aldan Kiver empties into the Lena and the 
eastern part of the coast, where search is being 
made for De Long and Chipps.

Tue plan of a peace congress of the States 
on the American Continent which Mr. 
Blaine matured while Secretary of State, 
and the invitations to which were canceled 
by Mr. Frelinghuysen through fear that such 
action on the part of the United States might 
give offense to some of the European Pow- 
ers, is now revived by President Arthur in a 
message to Con giving notice that in- 
vitations have béen issued to “all the inde- 
pendent. countries of North and South 
America to participate in a general congress, 
to be held in the City of Washington Nov. 
22, for the purpose of considering and discuss- 
ing a method of preventing war between the 
nations of America.” This was precisely 
the project devised by Secretary Blaine, dis- 
countenanced as dangerous by Secretary 
Frelinghuysen under the instructions of the 
President, and denounced as undiplomatic, 
unauthorized, and altogether obnoxious by 
all the Stalwart organs. The President in 
his message to Congress takes occasion to 
assert his authority to originate such a 
measure, and in so doing vindicates Mr.

Senator Harrison, of Indiana, made a 
very able argument yesterday in opposition 
to the policy of building or maintaining 
Mississippi levees. The speech, all things 
considered, was the most statesmanlike that 
has been heard in the Senate Chamber 
this session. It was listened to with the 
closest attention, and when the speaker had 
taken his seat the impression was very gen- 
eral that he was a not unworthy successor to 
the lamented Morton. 

The Senator began by laying down the 
proposition, not to be controverted, that the 
admiralty jurisdiction of the United States 
extends to the Mississippi River. No State, 
unless by National authority, can put a 
bridge-pier in the bed of the river. The pos- 
session of this jurisdiction carries with it, as 
Mr, Harrison argued, the duty to regulate 
and, if necessary, to improve the navigation 
of the river, to remove unnecessary obstruc- 
tions, to straighten and deepen the channel 
when such improvement can be made at rea- 
sonable expense, and to take exclusive con- 
trol of the river so far as it shall be subject 
to the supervision of the Government. Rail- 
way corporations unite the functions of com- 
mon carriers anc the owners of a highway, 
but all citizens may enjoy the rights of the 
former on the waterways, and the Govern- 
ment alone can exercise the rights of the 
latter. Hence, the dutyis enjoined upon the 
Government of fulfilling the obligations of 
an owner toward the Mississippi River. Mr. 
Harrison showed that the value of grain 
shipments to Europe prior to 1876, when the 
jetties were constructed, never exceeded in 
one year $2,000,000, whereas in 1881 they 
amounted to more than $16,000,000. They 
are, therefore, eight times as great now as 
they used to be. The existence of this chan- 
nel of transportation acts as a check upon 
all the east-and-west lines of raiiroad, and 
reduces by a vast sum the aggregate cost of 
sending our surplus crops abroad. It is the 
part of simple economy, therefore, for the 
Government to. maintain the efficiency of 
this great waterway at the highest possible 
point consistent with a prudent expenditure 
‘of the public money. 

But the argument which justifies a reason- 
abie appropriation for the improvement of 
the channel of the river totally prohibits a 
policy of building or maintaining levees at 
the public expense. The admiraity jyrisdic- 
tion of the United States does not extend to 
levees or the lands reclaimed by them. 
Levees are built for private or local pur 
poses, to the lands of individuals 
from overflow. They are not an indispen- 
sable auxiliary of any system of improving 
the channel of the river. If they have such 
an effect at all it is only remotely by increasing 
the scouring power of the river. It is 
a remarkable fact, not sufficiently noticed 
or insisted upon by Senator Harrison, that 
the demand for levees is greatest in sections 
of the country where the navigable depth of 
water is most satisfactory all the year round. 
Levees are intended to protect the country 


against high water, and the evil they are de- 


to remedy afises from too much nav- 

On the other hand, an honest and 
intelligent system of river improvement must 
be based on the primary idea of caring. for 


we river in seasons of low water, and the 


‘need of u springs from too little water in 


some places. 
of jetties as a means of removing sand- 
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means of avoiding overflow, not plans for 
improving the channel of the river. But it 
has been the main contention of Capt. Cow- 
don and those who believe with him that the 
outlet system, if adopted, would so acceler- 
ate the current of the river as to clear it of 
sandbars and other obstructions of every 
kind. Cowdon believes in cut-offs, and he 
has demonstrated that, if the fall of the river 
were increased or its natural channels short- 
ened, it would scour itself out more effectu- 
ally than itevercan under the jetty system 
of obstructing and checking the current. 
Senator Harrison made but this pass- 


‘Ing allusion to the outlet system, and 


devoted his main energies to the levees, 
which, in the guise of National works, 
together with the advocates of them, 
he completely demolished. The arguments 
of Jonas and Garland were turned upon 
their authors with telling effect. “If 
it were true,” said Mr. Harrison, that the 
lands to be saved by the levees and the crops 
raised on them were so immensely valuable, 
why should they not bear the expense of 
their. own protection? On Senator Jonas’ 
own showing’ tax of $1 an acre on the lands 
to be beneflted would build all the 
levees needed, and an.annual tax of four 
cents an acre would keep them in repair 
after they should be built. Jonas said the 
South had a perfect system of levees before 
the War. Then why should they not have 
such a system now at their own expense ? 
The fact that they rebelled against the Gen- 
eral Government is no special reason why 
they should be reimbursed for any of their 
losses on that account out of the National 
Treasury.“ Thus Senator Harrison took up 
the arguments of the Lower Mississippi 
River Senators one by one, and pierced them 
with his remorseless logic. 
2 ——— 
SPECULATION AND LEGISLATION. 

The committee of the New York Legisla- 
ture which is investigating the subject of 
grain-gambling does not seem to be making 
much headway toward a satisfactory solu- 
don of the problem—how the practice may 
be suppressed or regulated by legislation. 
There seems tu be a general agreement that 
“corners” work an injury to public inter- 
ests, if not to public morals; but “corners,” 
so called, are naturally based on “ short sell- 
ing.” For instance, if one man or a combi- 
nation of meu go into the market and buy 


wheat or corn to carry over to a certain time, 


believing there is a profit in the transaction, 
it may and generally does become neeessary 
to buy the options for future delivery in 
order to protect themselves and their invest- 
ment. It is the effortand mission of short sell- 
ers to hammer down the market in order that 
they may subsequently buy in at a lower price 
than they sold for, and thus secure a profit. 
As they are selling something which they 
don’t own and haven’t got, there is no limit 
to their sales except such as their discretion 
or their meagre resources impose upon them. 
They may sell 100,000,000 bushels of grain, if 
they can sustain their credit, though the en- 
tire stock of grain in the country may not be 
more than 5,000,000. So long as there are 
men willing to sell, the bulls must continue to 
buy or submit to a collapse in price. It is easy 
to understand, therefore, that what is called 
a corner is frequently the natural result 
of legitimate investments, and those who un- 
derstand the situation “Are not apt to get up 
much sympathy for a set of men who con- 
tinued to sell away beyond their ability to 
deliver, knowing just what they Were doing, 
and combining to break down prices just as 
their opponents were combining to keep up 
prices. a 

In how far legislation can operate to pre- 
vent “selling short,” or sales of stuff for 
future delivery which the seller does not 
possess, is still a matter of doubt. There is 
a law in this State, which, though stringent 
enough ia its terms, has accomplished but 
little in preventing grain-gambling. It pro- 
vides as follows: 

Whoever contracts to have or give to bimself 
or another the option to sell or buy at a future 
time any grain or other commodity. stock of an 
— | or other company, or gold. or forestalis 
the market by spreading false rumors. to influ- 
ence the price therein, or corners the market, 
or attempts to do so,in relation to any such com- 
moddities, shall be fined nut less than $10 or more 
than $1,000, or confined in the county jail not 
exceeding one year, or both; and all contracts 
made in violation of this section shall be consid- 
ered gambling contracts, and shall be void. 

This law has been so construed and admin- 
istered that about the only tangible result 
has been to exclude so-called “ privileges” 
from recognition on the regular Boards of 
Trade. The man who buys or sells for $10 
or $50 the privilege of calling for a certain 
amount of graiu at acertain price at some 
future date, or the privilege of delivering a 
certain amount of grain at a certain price at 
some future date, cannot enforce that trans- 
action with the authority of the board. But 
the person who actually sells the grain at a 
certain price for future delivery, though he 
have it not, and though he be fully aware 
that he has no intention to deliver it, hasa 
trade which is recognized by the board as 
legitimate, and both buyer and seller are 
bound by the terms agreed upon. Specula- 
tion is thus unconfined, and corners” are 
not easily proved on the one hand, nor, on 
the other, are they regarded as being a 
special hardship upon specplators who took 
the “short” side because they thought that 
the sellers would prove to be more numer- 
ous and powerful than the buyers. 

It may well be doubted whether the sup- 
pression of all sales for future delivery, if 
that were practicable, would be altogether 
desirable. Mr. Franklin Edson, an ex-Presi- 
dent of the New York Produce Exchange, 
in his testimony before the legislative com- 
mittee expressed the belief that dealing in 
futures in grain “seems to have become a 
necessity in this country, in order that grain 
may be handled in the most economical way 
and with the least speculation.” This opin- 
ion is based upon the theory that the specu- 
lation in prices is pretty much all done by the 
grain-gawbiers, and that those who actually 
handle the grain are released from the 
chances they would otherwise take. For- 


merly the producers sent their grain to the 


most available market and sold it for what 
they could get; now they send it to the near- 
est warehouse, where they can walt and take 
advantage of the best terms which the 
principal market offers for.a future deliv- 
ery. The farmers are not so much opposed 
to grain-gambling as they are generally be- 
lieved to be, and the consumers suffer so 
little in detail that the practice excites no 
very general public condemnation. In the 
absence of an overpowering public senti- 
ment it will not be possible to suppress grain- 
gambling by lawmaking. If there is exten- 
sive dealing in New Tork in “privileges,” 
that practice cannot be discouraged and ex- 
cluded from the regular exchanges, but the 
sales for future delivery will go on. 

It is significant of the selfishness of New 
York interests to note that there is no talk 
of the ban.

COERCION AND THE IRISH LANDLORDS. 
If the late advices from Great Britain be 
correct, which indicate that all persons now 
imprisoned as “suspects”? under the Coer- 
cion act will shortly be released, it may be 
concluded that the Irish landlords have ex- 
erted an important influence in bringing about 
this change of policy. When the Coercion act 
was passed, and the authorities threw the Irish 
leaders into jail, the edict went forth that 
no rents should be paid until these leaders 
were released. This program was naturally 
very popular among the Irish peasantry. It 
was received with acclaim in all parts of the 
island. It is easier for the Irish tenants, 
under the present condition of things, to pay 
no rent than it is to do anything else. The 
detention ot their leaders in prison without 
trial gives them an excuse for combined and 
uniform refusal to pay rent. Landlords and 
agents are shot at if they ask for the rent; 
indeed, the few tenants whose circumstances 
enable them to pay dare not do so, because 
they are then in danger of the public wrath, 
This has been the condition of things for 
nearly a year. During all that time the ab- 
sentee landlords have been deprived of their 
accustomed income. This deprivation is the 
sorest possible trial that could have come 
upon them. Thesuccess or failure of the 
Coercion act is of small consequence to them 
if they are not to receive their rents. They 
think, and probably not without reason, that 
it would be possible to resume collections if 
tne Irish agitators were released and the 
Irish people conciliated to that exteny and 
they have brought their influence to bear 
upon the Government to abandon the “ sus- 
pect feature of the law. An absentee land- 
lord of Irtiand without money is about as 
poor a wretch as exists on the face of the 
earth; he must bear all the odium of his posi- 
tion without the solace of an income to sup- 
port him in idleness and luxury. The Go 
ernment has probably turned a willing ear to 


fied that coercion has failed to allay agita- 
tion and broadened foreign sympathy for the 
Irish peasants, 

Of course, other influences have been at 
work to induce the Liberals to abandon the 
present policy. Itwas always at variance 
with their professed principles and con- 
demned by many of their allies and defend- 
ers. Lately the Conservatives have shown 
signs of a desire to take advantage of the in- 
consistent attitude of the Liberals by appro- 
priating the thunder which the latter aban- 
doned. The Liberals have not forgotten how 
the Conservatives, under Disraeli’s leader- 
ship, rode into power by taking up the suf- 
frage issue at a point where their opponents 
became lukewarm and half-hearted. They 
would hardly dare risk the chance of permit- 
ting the Conservatives now to range them- 
selves against the coercion policy, and thus 
secure the support of great masses in both 
England and Ireland who have heretofore 
acted .with the Liberals. The present 
Ministry would soon be served with notice 
to quit if that should happen. It is also prob- 
able that the American protest in behalf éf 
those held as ““suspects” who claim Ameri- 
can citizenship has also induced the Govern- 
ment to doubt more than ever the efficiency 
of the Coercion act; for, if that act cannot be 
enforced as against agitators claiming Amer- 
can citizenship, then the Irish Land League 
will be able to obtain abundaht material for 
agitation from the United States. 

It will certainly be much wiser in the Lib- 
eral party of England to abandon coercion 
now voluntarily than to be forced to do so 
after a while; and if the Irish landlords have 
been to some extent instrumental in per- 
suading the Liberal leaders to take this 
course it will be the first time that the peo- 
ple of either Ireland or England have ever 
had occasion to be grateful to them. The 
popular gratitude in this instance will be 
tempered to a considerable extent by the 
knowledge that the Irish landlords are influ- 
enced entirely by selfish considerations. 


THE VALUE OF GOOD CHARACTER. 

It is no uncommon thing for even the best 
of men to have their reputations smirched by 
their enemies, by the insidious shafts of 
slander, misrepresentation, envy, and malice, 
but it is not often that a victim of this kind 
receives. such a prompt .and overwhelming 
vindication, especially by the force of his 
ewn high character, as happened in the 
Criminal Court of this county on Monday 
last. 

For a long time there have been strenuous 
efforts making in this city to bring the voca- 
tion of blacklegs into disrepute. There 
were several plaus“ devised for this pur- 
pose; it was proposed on the one hand to 
enforce the law of the State by indicting, 
trying, convicting, and punishing those 
guilty of the offense, Others thought that 
gawbling was an institution essential to 
every first-class metropolitan city, and that 
to thousands of persons who never gambled 
at home a visit to a big city included among 
its attractions a visit to the lair of the figer 
as well as to other entertainments and 
amusements. A first-class city without 
gambling facilities was regarded by some as 
wanting in what has been regarded as one of 
the great attractions. 0 

Chicago had, however, a Mayor, skillful 
in devising. plans that, while they upheld the 
great truths of Christian morality, were not 
unmindful of the fact that there was a great 
deal of human nature in Chicago, and there- 
fore that plan which would harmonize 
morality with human nature would be about 
the right thing in this great City of Chicago. 
So, therefore, he notified the gambiers that 
they might gamble on six nights and days in 
the week, provided they gambled honestly, 
and provided that if any person lost money 
and afterwards wanted it back it should be 
restored. In this way, under this humane 
plan of the good Mayor, gambling flourished 
as it had never flourished before, and public 
morals were not offended by having the en- 
trances to the gaming-houses guarded or 
locked and barred. But other people got 
dissatisfied, and they rushed off to the grand 
jury, and ail the known gamblers were in- 
dicted, and some efforts were made to indict 
the owners of the real state occupied as 
gaming-houses. . 

Among this class of real-estate owners was 
M. C. McDonald, of the firm of M. C. Me- 
Donald &Co. This person was a wholesale 
merchant, also a real-estate owner, also a 
man of universal acquaintance, and one who 
was personally known to every unfortunate 
who had ever incurred the disrespect of the 
police of this city for twenty-five years. He 
was known everywhere as the “ prisoner’s 
friend,’ and his bail-bonds have been given 
to the number of seventy or ninety in a single 
evening. Of course the philanthropist Mc- 
Donald, being an old citizen, had seen with 
pain several generations of young men, all 
gamblers, whe had grown up around him. 
It is possible he had wrestled with all of 
them in his day, and had possibly often 
shown them the folly of their competing with

quarter of a century a “ merchant” of Chi- 
cago and kept a store,“ and was a mer- 
chant even now. He kaew no gamblers ang 
nothing of gambling. He did not associate 
with people of that disreputable class. Asa 
virtuous citizen he had tried to impress some 
of his own moral and high-toned character- 
istics upon the Government, municipal, 
State, and National, and with pride he could 
point to the or and City Government of 
Chicago as part of his handiwork, In com- 
pany with the illustrious Mayor he had 
labored at the State Capital, and again at the 
National Convention at Cincinnati, to reform 
the civil service of the Government 
and root out the many great abuses 
of the spoils system; if he had failed 
it was not his fault, but that of the low state 
of morality so prevalent throughout the 
land. The court-room was densely crowded 
by his friends and by his enemies, and as the 
venerable merchant and veteran poljtician 
stepped from the witness-stand there was a 
universal feeling of relief and of grateful 
pride that this venerable old man, by the 
mere presentation of an unimpeached charac- 
ter and association, had silenced accusation, 
and stood forward “not guilty.” Who can 
doubt the value of character and of associa- 
tion? There was not a dry éye—we mean 
throat—among the bystanders a féw minutes 
after his tale had been told. 

DISFRANCHISING un TOWNS IN EX- 

GLAND. 

The new bill which has been introduced in 
the English Parliament, called the Corrupt 
Practices Disfranchisement bill, and intend- 
ed to punish bribery and corruption in the 
elections, it will be generally conceded 
strikes at the root of the evil, and prescribes 
as severe a political penalty as the most ar- 
dent political reformer could wish. In the 
last election, and in many previous elections, 
there were three boroughs—Gloucester, Mac- 
clesfield, and Sandwich—which were per- 
fect nests of corruption. The most open and 
unblushing bribery was practiced, and so 
palpable was the offense that the seats were 
vacated. By the new bill these boroughs are 
permanently distranchised, There were four 
other boroughs—Boston, Canterbury, Ches- 
ter, and Oxford, old seats of learning and 
religion—that were nearly as corrupt 
asthe other three. The bill enacts that these 
shall be disfranchised during the present 
Parliament. Some of these boroughs con- 
tain a population of fifty or sixty thousand, 
of whom a large proportion of the voters are 
honest, and they are very naturally com- 
plaining that the sins of the few are visited 
upon the many, though the penciiy is in- 
fligted probably because the Government 
finds it impossible to catch the really guilty 
parties. The London Standard poluts out a 
very serious difficulty that may arise under 
the operation of this law. The last general 
election cost more than any other, and the 
cost, in fact, has been gradually increasing for 
years, From this it would naturally appear 
that at the next election still more boroughs 
will be disfranchised, and at last a time 
may come when there will be no boroughs 
left. This would lead only to electoral dis- 
tricts. “ But,” says the Standard, we do 
not see how this result could be avoided 
under any scheme of electoral districts, and 
why a district with 50,000 inhabitants should 
not be as easily bribed as a borough with 
the same number we fail to comprehend. 
The voters might be rather further apart 
and canvassing might be a little more ex- 
pensive, but where the intention exists to 
bribe and there is a willingness to be bribed, 
means will be found for bribery to be prac- 
ticed.” The harshness of the remedy can be 
best appreciated if we imagine the City of 
Chicago disfranchised in the Congressional 
elections and debarrei from right of 
representation because of the ocratic 
frauds and briberies which are always prac- 
ticed at such times, The honest voters 


would naturally complain at being dis- 


franchised by reason of the dishonest prac- 
tices of Democratic bummers. 

There is another section of the Parlia- 
mentary bill, however, which deals with in- 
dividual offenders, of the severity of which 
no one can complain. It provides that All 
persons found guilty of any bribery, treat- 
ing, or personation at an election held in the 
year 1880 shall be forever incapable of voting 
either for the county in which the borough 
is situated or for the borough itself,” and the 
law is furthermore so constructed that guilty 
persons at all future elections will suffer the 
same penalty, The various schemes devised 
to break up corrupt practices at the elec- 
tions which have been submitted to Parlia- 
ment, and the energy which has been dis- 
played in bringing offenders before the 
courts shows that the Government is making 
a determined effort to purify the elections. 


But what would the Government do if cor- 


ruptions were not confined to the mere 
purchasable quality of the average voter ? 
The most appailing difficulty that presents 
itself in England is the willingness of the 
voter to sell pis vote to the person who will 
give him the most beer to drink. What 
would it do if it had our American practice 
to contend with, and all our patent processes 
for stuffing ballot-boxes, as well as the more 
serious processes of bulldozing and terrori- 
zation, which of themselves disfranchise an 
entire party in a State, and that party the 
majority? If our own Government aad 
courts had nothing more serious to deal 
with than the petty bribing of thirsty voters 
we should almost believe that the political 
millennium had come. Most certainly there 
would be no thought of disfranchising cities 
and counties for such a triflmg offense, 
— 

In his efforts to make Turkey a friend of 
Germany and Austria as against Russia, 
Prince Bismarck has takén another impor- 
tant step in deciding to allow a number of 
distinguished German officers to enter the 
Sultan’s service for the pupose of reorganiz- 
ing the Turkish army upon the German 
model. This act is regarded in official circles 
as tantamount to the securing of Turkey as 
a member of the German anti-Russian alli- 
ance. It is well known that the Sultan has 
been on good terms with Germany ever since 
the Berlin Congress for the services rendered 
by Bismarck in checking Russian aggression. 
He has shown his satisfaction on several oc- 
casions by offering high positions to German 
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gage the attention of the country Chairman 
Hiscock, of the Appropriations Committee, 
did not attempt to explain or defend the ex- 
istence of the deficiency. He was only able 
to say that the printing had been ordered by 
the House, most of it by the Forty-sixth 
Congress, when the Democrats were in a 
majority, and the faith of the Government 
was engaged to defray the expenses of work 
performed or eptered into by the vroper 
authority. The Appropriations Committee 
had no option but to recommend this defici- 
ency resolution; still it desired fo bring the 
facts re the House, and suggest the wis- 
dom of checking the expenditures on account 
of printing. 

The sum appropriated to provide for the 
existing deficiency is $465,000; but there is 
additional work, already ordered and not in- 
cltfded in this appropriation, to the value of 
$285,000. The regular appropriation on ac- 
count ef public printing for the fiscal year 
ending June 30 was $2,100,000. These sums, 
including the original appropriation, the de- 
ficiency, and the work ip arrears not yet pro- 
vided for, amount to $2,850,000, which is 
about ‘three-quarters of a million dollars 
more than was ever before appropriated for 
public printing in one fiscal year. Here are 
nearly three millions of dollars expended in 
one year for printing, and three-quarters of 
it is as absolutely wasted as if it were taken 
out into the middie of the Potomac River 
and sunk. 

The blame for this extravagant expendi- 
ture is divided. That is possibly the reason 
it is so easily borne. Congress is partly re- 
sponsible. Members know not how to tickle 
the fancy or gorge the appetite of their con- 
stituents more cheaply than by sending them 
public documents at the common expense. 
Mr. Springer, of the Printing Committee, 
virtuously resented in the morning the 
charge that the House was toblame for this 
wasteful expenditure of public money, and 
in the afternoon offered a resolution 
for the printing of 7,000 extra copies 
each of Volumes I., IL, and IIL of 
the Rebellion Records. Tue House nearly 
doubled a few days ago the order 
for printing the census volume of population 
statistics aa recommended by the Printing 
Committee. The large quantity of printing, 
including the agricultural and departmental 
reports, provided for by permanent laws is 
also used to a great extent by members of 
Congress. The several departments so far 
as the general fund will bear them out, are 
certainly reckless in the matter of printing, 
but the blame at last must rest upon Con- 
grtss, which makes the appropriations and 
has the power to draw the purse-strings 
whenever it sees fit. 

It is notorious that a large amount of pub- 
lic printing now finds its way into the junk- 
shops: Expensive volumes issued by the 
Government Printing-Office can be bought in 
Washington at prices varying from 10 to 30 
cents, and tons of books coming from that 
office are aynually sola for old paper or 
burned as fuel. Now, a system which will 
permit this shameful waste is radically un- 
sound. As was said in the debate yester- 
day, “The tault of the system is a 
want of system.” There is no re 
sponsible authority to order all the 
printing, or stop any of it, or check 
off the probable expense. The Public Print- 
er is the servant of Congress, and must do as 
he is told. No possible blame can attach to 
Mr Defrees for the deficiency, nor to any 
other printer for a future deficiency. What 
is needed is a little good sense in both 
branches of Congress. Members ought to be 
informed that their liberal donations of 
books paid for by the Government to favored 
friends or public institutions do not raise 
them permanently in the good opinion of 
their constituents, nor create a reputation 
for statesmanship even among the most 
guileless of their acquaintances.

The Burlington Will Remain in the 
Colorado Pool if It Gets an Increased 
Percentage in the Northern Division 
and a Share of the Business in the 
Southern Division. 

The Colorado Trama Association held a meet- 
ing yesterday at the office of Commissioner 
Midgiey for the purpose of taking action re- 
garding the notice given by the Burlington that 
it would withdraw from the Colorado pool May 6, 
“There were present: C. H. Chappell and H. H. 
Courtright, Alton; T.J. Potter, E. P. Ripley, 
and Paul Morton, Burlington: R. R. Cable and 
J. T. Sanford, Rock Island; W. H. Meboel, Han- 
nibal & St. Joe; J. F. Barnard, Kansas City, St. 
Joe & Council Bluffs; Seth Frink, Missouri Pa- 
cific; J. C. Gault and A. C. Bird, Wabash: Mar- 
vin Hughitt and H. C. Wicker, Chicago & North- 
western; and J. W. Midgley, Commissioner. 
The St. Louis & San Francisco was not repre- 
sented. 

General-Manager Potter, of the Burlington, 
submitted a written statement to. effect that 
bis compapy was induced to give notice of 
withdrawal because its percentage in the 
Colorado pool was insufficient, and that his 
road was entitled to a larger share of 
the business. It would reconsider its notice 
of withdrawal if it was given a larger percent- 
age in the Northern Division and a share of the 
business in the Southern Division,as by the 
construction of a new line to Denver it has not 
only increased facilities from Chicago, but bas 
also a good and direct line from St. Louis. 
Ow to the absence of the representatives of 
the St. Louis & San Francisco it was not possi- 
bie to take any activa regarding the demand for 
a share of the business in the Southern Division, 
and consequently the consideration of the whole 
matter was deferred until this morning at 10 
o' clock, when it is expected that a representa- 
tive of the St. vis & San Francisco 
Houd will be present. It is doubtful, however, 
that any detinit action can be had at this 
meeting asthe principal officials of the Gouid 
roads are unable to de present owing to 
Gould’s Western trip. The question is of such 
great importance that it is not likely that the 
officiais who are present will feel that they can 
act in the matter. 

What the outcome of the difficulty will be 
cannot yet be predicted. The officials of the 
various roads have the best bopes that all dif- 
ferences will be amicably adjusted and a war on 
Colorado business avoided. It is stated that the 
Burlingtou has consented, in the event of a 
failure to agree upon an increased percentage 
for its road in the Colorado Association, to allow 
the matter to be settled by arbitra- 
tion.

FINANCIAL. 


Stocke were weak, too weak to sell it seemed, 
as the stream of long and short stock came 
pouring on the market. The Vanderbilt stocks 
led in the volume of business, and in weakness. 
New York Central went down to 125, and it is 
asserted in Wall street that the stock has not 
earned more than 6 per cent last year, will not 
earn more than that this year, and cannot be 
regarded as a permanent dividend payer of 
more than 6 per cent when the parallel line is 
built. Vanderbilt was credited with tree sales 
of Reading and Lake Shore, which went to Ww1X, 
and one of his brokers is quoted as authority 
for the statement that Vanderbilt in his recent 
operations made a mistake with a loss running 
up into the millions. 

The short interest was largely increased at 
the same time that loug stock was freely sold. 

Recoveries are expected from time to time, 
but most of the street talk is in favor of lower 
prices, which is by no theans a sign that lower 
prices will be made.
